REMINISCENCE OF THK ANTI-SLAVKKY 


AGITATION—SKETCH OP ONE OF THE 
LEADERS OF THB MOVEMENT—His DE- 
FIANCE OF THE 
SLAVE POWER IN 


CONGRESS. 


The following interesting, sketch of 


Owen Lovejoy, one of the boldest aud 
most eloquent of the anti-slavery leaders, 
is from a recent address before the Illi- 
nois Bar Association by Hon. Isaac N. 
Arnold, of Chicago:

He was igno- 
rant that by voluntarily briii^in^ Ins sup- 
posed chattel from a slave to a free St itc, 
she became free. Messrs. Collins and 
Lovejoy saw tlie importance of this fad— 
indeed, the turning point in the case.

The time has come when the policy 
should be to place the Indians, as rapidly 
as practicable, on the same footing with 
other permanent inhabitants of this coun- 
try. 
I do not undertake to apportion the 


blame for the injustice done to the Pon- 
cas. 
Whether the Executive or Congress 


or the public is chiefly in fault is not now 
a question of practical importance. As 
the Chief Executive at the time when the

INTEUESTINO TO TOBACCO MEN.— 


Hon. S. S. Cox, of New York, has intro- 
duced a bill in the National House of 
Representatives to amend section 3394 in 
the Revised Statutes. 
It provides for 


the addition to said section of the follow- 
ing proviso • "That on and after May 1, 
1881, the place where the manufacture of 
cheroots, cigars and cigarettes is to be 
carried on as set forth, described and 
limited in the manufacturer's statement 
and bond, shall not be used by any per- 
son receiving wages or salary as a dwell- 
ing or for any other household or domes- 
tic purpose. Cigars, cheroots or cigar- 
ettes manufactured in any factory, any 
part of which it used by any employe as a 
dwelling or for any household or domestic 
purpose, shall be forfeited to the United 
States; and any cigar manufacturer who

has written an interesting essay on the 
state of man just before death. 
Much 


experience and fine insight have led the 
author to conclusions which cannot but be 
grateful to those who stand at a death 
bed, to those who mourn over a loss, and 
to those who fear death. Here is one 
statement out of many : "The feeling of 
death's approach changes and purifies the 
inner sense, while the outer sense, inclu- 
ding that of bodily pain, is made dull by 
the gradual decrease of the vital func- 
tions." The experience of others corrob- 
orates this. 
A slow death usually pre- 


pares the mind of the patient for the final 
step, and often makes the latter welcome. 
Hence so few people who are mortally ill 
arc really afraid to die. 
Persons who 


have for a time lost the use of their 
senses by drowning or suffocation con- 
firm this experience, while persons in 
perfect health shrink from death as they 
do from eating an unknown drug or from 
playing with unknown animals. Death 
seems hard chiefly to surviving friends.

stand awhile in a mixture of lemon-juice, 
salt and pep|>er. Make a batter of milk, 
egg, flour ai'd salt as before directed, stir 
the chicken into it, and fry in hot lard, a 
bit of chicken in each spoonful of batter. 
Serve very liot, first draining off all the 
fat. Garnish with parsley. 


CIIABLOI rE RrssE.—One pint of milk, 


tbree-quart( rs pound sugar, one-half box 
gelatine , put these together , set it on a 
kettle of boiling water. After the gela- 
tine i* dissolved, beat four eggs and stir 
in, leave it on the fire until it looks clear, 
then let it cool. Beat to a stiff froth one 
piat of cream ; season with vanilla , set 
it in a cool place, with snow or ice around 
it. 
When >ou add the eggs, itir thor- 


oughly all the time , after it is cool, give 
it a hard be it, line the dish with cake 
pour in the mixture and put cake over 
the top. 


SPANISH f IKKAM.—One quart of milk, 


four eggs, lulf a box of gelatine. 1'our 
half the milk on the gelatine, and let it 
stand an hour. Add the rest of the milk, 
and let it all boil together. Separate the 
eggs, adding sixteen table-spoonfuls of 
the sugar to the beaten yolks, and four 
table-spoonfuls of sugar to the whites. 
When the in ilk and gelatine have boiled, 
add the yolk i. 
When this cream is thick 


and smooth, take it off the fire, and let it 
get quite cool before adding the whites. 
Flavor with \anillu, and then pom into 
wetted moulds, to turn o'lt like bltnc- 
mangc in a lew hours. 


WAVERS.—One pint of flour, half a 


pint of milk, a tea-spoonful of butter, and 
a salt-spoonful of powdoied cinnamon for 
flavoring. Made thus, these wafers baked, 
of course, in regular wafer-irons, serve 
like cracker s for the tea table. If wished 
to take the place of sweet cakes, add half 
a pound of sugar. The batter should be 
of the consistency of thick cream. A 
desert-spoonful is enough to put in the 
irons at once. 


STRAWBIIUIY CHAKLOTTI,.—Boil one 


ounce of gelatine in a quart of new milk, 
aft'r it lias hccn left half an hour to soften 
in a small portion subtracted from the 
quart of milk. Beat separately uutil very 
light the wlntes and jolks of nine eggs 
then mix tli< m together, and beat in half 
,a pound of sugar, which must be white 
and pulveri/fd. I'our the milk into them 
when about milk-warm. Now add all the 
cream that tan be whipped from a pint. 
Have ready i tin or china mould of binta- 
ble size, lin< d with slices of sponge-cako. 
Cover the bottom with n layer of canned 
or preserved strawberries, sprinkled with 
**gU; then fill up the mould with your 
ftlmdy rtifl uning Charlotte, place an- 
other layer of fruit lightly on the top, and 
after leaving for a few hours it will be 
ready to turn out into a flat dessert dish 
It may be iced, or simply sanded with 
fine sparkling sugar. 
Vanilla is the fla- 


voring genci ally selected for the cream, 
but you can use any other flavoring ex- 
tract you like better, provided nlwn\s 
that you do not put in too much.
